my crew'. 
This morning four H arvard students 
b egged for a job on the Peary, any­ 
thing from washing dishes to acting 
as machinists.

seem anxious to 
go. 
Several 
have 
volunteered to act 
as 
nurses and 
cooks ab oard the Peary.” 
Commander MacMillan 
also 
de­ 
clared that b oth of his ships have 
b een equipped with electric refriger­ 
ators. 
“I suppose,” he said “most people 
w onder w'hy an Arctic ship needs re­ 
frigerators b ut we will have warm 
w eather until after we get north of 
I.Ab rador and all of our fresh sup­ 
plies w’ould rot b efore we were a fewr 
days out if wc did *not have them.”

NO VERDICT IN THE 
SANFORD CASE 


By the As.*!Ociated Press. 
CHICAGO, June 13—Chicago gang­ 
land and Chicago policemen met to­ 
day and as a result two policemen 
were shot to death, another prob ab ly 
fatally w'ounded, one gangster 
was 
killed and his two companions cap­ 
tured in one of the most desperate 
and spectacular pistol b attles in the 
city’s history. 
Tonight 6,000 Chicago 
policemen 
were scouring the city in what Chief 
of Police Morgan Collins describ ed 
as a relentless and merciless drive 
on gangland and scores of suspects 
had b een taken into custody. 
The policemen and the gangsters 
met on the southwest side and the 
pistol b attle followed a sixty mile an 
hour automob ile chase w^hich ended 
when the gangsters car was wreck­ 
ed and they tumb led from their m a­ 
chine with b lazing guns. 
The hero of the b attle tonight 
was 
William Sweeney, a 
young 
police­ 
man w’ho 
escaped 
unscathed 
the 
fusillade of b ullets that wounded or 
killed his three comrades, and then 
single-handed killed 
one of 
gang­ 
sters and caught the 
two 
others 
after wounding them. 
True to the 
gangland code, the captured 
gun­ 
men remained stolidly silent through 
hours of questioning b ut tonight the 
police w’ere satisfied that the b attle 
was the afterm ath of a trip b y the 
gangsters to avenge the 
death 
of 
Angelo Genna, gang leader, slain a 
few' w'eeks ago. 
Michael Genna, his 
b rother, was the gangster shot and 
killed today. 
Half an hour b efore Genna and his 
men b egan their savage b attle with 
the detective 
squad, 
six 
gunmen 
tried to assassinate an 
unidentified 
motorist miles from the scene of the 
fight. 
They emptied .sawed off shot 
guns and pistols at the car b ut miss­ 
ed the occupant. 
The police tonight 
b elieve that they had b een detected 
b y the police and decided to shoot It 
out. 
The police auto met the gangsters’ 
machine racing over 
a 
southw'est 
side b oulevard and gave chase. The 
race was ended after a two mile run 
at b reakneck speed when the gang­ 
sters car crashed into a light pole. 
The three gangsters 
leaped 
from 
their car as the police car drew up 
a few feet awAy and the four detec­ 
tives tumb led out. A shot gun volley 
met them, Patrolm an Harold Olson, 
driver of the police car, 
was dropped 
in his tracks, and a 
moment later 
Patrolman Charles W alsh also fell 
fatally wounded. The tw'o policemen 
left advanced with b lazing pistols un­ 
til Sergeant Michael 
Conway 
col­ 
lapsed, shot through the chest and 
prob ab ly fatally wounded. 
Then the gangsters took to their 
heels. 
Patrolm an Sweeney was un­ 
injured, started in pursuit of Michael 
Genna. 
Genna turned as the police- 
maq advanced and aimed his shot­ 
gun directly at the 
officer b ut the 
hammer clicked harmlessly. 
Then 
Genna threw^ the gun away and ran 
with the policeman still in pursuit 
firing at every step. 
Genna started 
into the b asement of a b uilding a 
b lock awAy. 
Sweeney shot him dead 
and he crashed through a b asement 
window. 
Leaving Genna 
without a 
b ack- 
wArd glance the patrolman sped in 
pursuit of the other 
two 
gunmen, 
who had b oarded a street car. 
The 
car stopped as Sweeney clamb ered 
ab oard and he knocked one of the 
gangsters down and overpowered the 
other after a struggle in which other 
policemen who 
had 
joined in 
the 
chase took part. 
The two captured men gave the 
names of John Scali, 
alias 
Scalice 
and Alb ert Ammalino. Chief Collins 
ordered an immediate roundup of all j 
gangsters, promoted 
Conway 
a n d , 
Sw'eeney, attrib uted the shooting to 
laxity of the lanv in 
dealing 
with 
those who kill policemen, and assert­ 
ed that the men captured “should b e 
indicted .tried and hung this after­ 
noon.” 
Mavor William E. Dever, en- 
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ery and b ack to Fourteenth street 
and Missouri avenue where the in­ 
cendiary had apparently paused to 
glimpse the progress of the flames. 
From that point the trail led to 
Prospect avenue and south to near 
the 
M-K-T 
railwAy 
shops 
w’here 
deep foot-tracks in the muddy road 
were united with the tread of auto­ 
mob ile tires. 
The dogs milled at 
that point and it is b elieved the 
maurader entered the car of a con­ 
federate. 
Currier was unab le to recall any­ 
one who would maliciously attempt 
to fire his home.

Not so with the present gov er­ 
nor. 
His policy will be to parole or par­ 
don only when it is established that clem­ 
ency should be ex tended because of merit 
in the indiv idual case. 
The parole has been inv oked too fre­ 
quently in prev ious administrations. Dur­ 
ing the past twenty y ears, 3,230 pardons, 
paroles and commutations hav e been is­ 
sued. 
Timid gov ernors found it easier to 
grant a pardon or parole to insistent sup­ 
porters than it was to turn them down. 
Easy paroles are a menace to gov ernment. 
Followers of gangs, 
who 
alway s 
hav e 
strong legal and political support, realize 
that if they can get a light sentence their 
friends will be able to get them out after 
a few months, or at least a few y ears’ 
service. 
Gov ernor Baker does w^ell in calling at­ 
tention to his rigid policy . 
Because of it 
political elements in the state who hav e 
depended upon ex ecutiv e clemency will 
hesitate before fronting for criminals. The 
gov ernor has granted only four paroles 
since he became gov ernor fiv e months 
ago. 
He will not 
commute 
sentences 
where courts impose the death sentence, 
nor will he grant paroles. 
If prison offi­ 
cials cannot find room for prisoners else­ 
where, they will be compelled “ to hang 
them on nails on the wall,” the gov ernor 
say s. 
Without proper superv ision over 
those ex tended clemency , granting of pa­ 
roles means nothing in the way of ref­ 
ormation. 
This is shown from the fact 
that the St. Louis police hav e arrested 
sev enteen y ouths giv en paroles by the 
Missouri reformatory within the past few 
months. 
Paroles should be granted where 
good will be accomplished, but the gov er­ 
nor is right— there hav e been v ery few 
instances where paroled subjects recently 
hav e prov ed w^orthy .
